gilt and gause concerns, sprinkled over 


| with cupids, ‘flowers, ‘Joye-knots | and 


lackadaisical dbggerel, down to the two 
bit comic affairs which are| all wall and 
wormwood to their sensitive recipients, 
if the latter are foolish evough to get 
angry and talk about them, but only 
hurt the pocket of the sender, if the par- 
ty receiving {hem has wit enough to 
keep her or his own counsel—has al- 
ready heen dispatched to its favored or 
aggrieved subject’; and ere the’sun sets 
thousanda of foolish creatures will have’ 
been made happy er miserable, accord- 
ing as the spooney or sarcastic style 
shall preponderate in the notes they re- 
ceive. Perhaps, however, our readers 
would like te know who St. Valentine 
is, or was, and how the custom origina 
ted which is observed this day. We 
have seen a good nyany accounts of St. 
Valentine and his day, but we are satis- 
fied that none of them are correct. The 
following is the only authentic history 
of him extant, We received it directly 
from one of the first settlers in the Wa- 
bash Bottom, Indiana : 


Sandford Valentine was born at an 
early period of his life in Olean county, 
New York, of poor but pions parents, 
whose remote ancestors had emigrated 
from Holland to the wilds, of America 
very soon after Hendrick Hudson dis- 
covered New Amsterdam. While San- 
ford was yet a mere youth, his father, 
John Valentine, moved West, and _ set- | 
tled in the Wabash Bottom, in the State 
of Indiana. Sandford, who was called 
Sant. for short, was apprenticed in his 
fourteenth year to a thtiving shoomaker 
in the beautiful village of Swinesburg, 
on the banks of the levely Wabash.—

fellow so much that he sent Mary to bed 
and taking up his strap gave Sant. a

over, Sant.,;who hadn’t cried a whimper 


during the operation, shook his fist at 
his future father-in-law, saying : “ You 
mis’able old tuss, it’s your turn how, Vl 
have my tuin after while.” That night 
Sant. slipped softly up to Mary’s room 
and bade her a tender good-bye, promis- 
ing to write once.a year until he should 
come and claim her for his bride. The 
reason why they arranged so infrequent 
a correspondence was that neither of 
them was very ‘“beavy on the pen- 
write.” That night Sant. ran away and 
went to California. This eccurred on 
the 15th of Feruary, 1850. Punctually 
on the 14th of February, 1851, a letter 
arrived, postmarked Jackass Gulch, El 
Dorado county, California, for Mary 
Robinson. It was from Sant. who wrote: 

Deer Mary: Ime doin fustrate, got 
lots uv munney, and will,cum home tew 
marry yu purty supe. The rods is wred 
the vilet bleo shoogar’s sweet and .so 


are yew.

On the 14th of February of the follow: 
ing year Mary received a similar epistle 
from Sant;, breathing intense love and 
devotion ; and so on each succeeding 
14th of February until 1861, when he 
returned and made the lovely, faithful 
girl his wife. Up to .that time Mary 
thad been accustomed to look forward to, 
the recurrence of the anniversa- 
ry of  Sant.’s fight with 4 
great deal of joy and pleasure, called it 
it “Sant. Valentine's day ;” and during 
the whole period she never failed tore 
ceive a billet dour annually on the very 
day from her absent, ardent lover. And 
the village youths and maidens. of 
Swinesburg, sympathizing with the pa- 
tienty gentle Mary, used often to speak 
of “Sant. Valentine's day,” aud finally, 
fell into the habit of addressing love- 
letters to each other upon that day—a 
custom whichetakibg it.origin from the 
lovely village of ‘Swinesburg, on the 
banks of the Wabash, in the State of 
Indiana, has since become general 
throughout the United States, and 
has even of _ late been —_intro- 
duced into, Europe with considerable 
success, We regret to see, however, 
that Sant.
